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During the 1st session of the 84th Congress the full committee held 
50 public meetings, largely in regard to the school-construction and 
minimum-wage bills, and 15 executive sessions. During the same 
period subcommittees held 7 public meetings and 14 executive sessions. 
The full committee and various subcommittees combined held a total 
of 86 meetings during the first session. 

During the 2d session of the 84th Congress the full committee held 
a total of 12 executive sessions; various subcommittees held 46 public 
meetings and 28 executive sessions for a combined total of 86 meetings 
during the 2d session. 

As a result of the 172 meetings during the 84th Congress, 10 public 
laws were enacted, and other important legislation was brought before 
the House for consideration. 

Among the major legislative accomplishments of the committee 
were 

(1) The continuation of the operation of certain schools on 
military installations (Public Law 204); 

(2) Amendment to the Fair Labor Standards Act to increase 
the national minimum hourly wage from 75 cents to $1 (Public 
Law 381); 

(3) Providing assistance to local educational agencies in areas 
affected by Federal activity through extensions of Public Laws 
815 and 874 (Public Law 382): 

(4) Promoting the further development of public library serv- 
ices in rural areas (Public Law 597); 

(5) Amending the Longshoremen’s and Harbor Workers’ Com- 
pensation Act, as amended, to provide increased benefits in case 
of disabling injuries and for other purposes (Public Law 803); 

(6) Encouraging and assisting the States in the establishment of 
State committees on education beyond the high school and for 
other purposes (Public Law 813); 

(7) Amending the Act to Promote the Education of the Blind, 
approved March 3, 1879, as amended, so as to authorize wider 
distribution of books and other special instructional materials for 
the blind, to increase the appropriations authorized for this pur- 
pose, and for other purposes (Public Law 922); 

(8) Extending section 4 (a) of the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act, as amended, through June 30, 1957 (Public Law 937); 

(9) Extending to June 30, 1958, the programs of financial 
assistance in the construction and operation of schools in areas 
affected by Federal activity under the provisions of Public Laws 
815 and 874, 8ist Congress, and making certain other changes in 
such provisions (Public Law 949); and 

(10) Amending the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, as 
amended, as it applies to American Samoa (Public Law 1023). 

A synopsis of each of the foregone legislative items, and a synopsis 
of all other bills heard and approved by the committee is as follows; 
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Pusuic Laws 
Pusuic Law 204—H. R. 3253 


To amend section 6 (a) of Public Law 874, 81st Congress, so as to provide for the 
continued operation of certain schools on military installations 

Establishes a presumption that no local educational agency is able 
to provide suitable free public education for children residing on 
military installations until the Commissioner of Education and the 
Secretary of the military department concerned jointly determine, 
after consultation with the appropriate State educational agency, that 
a local educational agency is able to do so. 


Pusiic Law 381—H. R. 7214 (S. 2168) 
To amend the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, as amended, in order to increase 
the national minimum wage and for other purposes 
Increases the minimum hourly wage rate under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act from 75 cents to $1. Provides that industry advisory 
committees for Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands shall review 
minimum wage rates at least once each fiscal year. 


Pusiic Law 382—H. R. 7245 

To amend Public Laws 815 and 874, 81st Congress, which provide for assistance 

to local educational agencies in areas affected by Federal activity, and for other 

purposes 

Continues the program (inaugurated under Public Law 874, 81st 
Cong.) of financial assistance to local educational agencies in areas 
affected by Federal activities to 1957 (now 1956) and postpones the 
effective date of the 3-percent absorption requirement. Provides for 
transfer to local educationai agencies of temporary school facilities 
made available under Public Law 815, Sist Congress, and effects 
changes in provisions thereof relating to date for determining “un- 
housed”’ children (sec. 309), assistance for children residing on Indian 
land outside school districts (sec. 401), and payments to districts 
unable to finance non-Federal share of projects (sec. 308). 

APPROPRIATIONS 

Public Law 533, Second Supplemental Appropriations Act of 1956, 
appropriated for extension of Public Laws 815 and 874 $25 million to 
school districts for operation of impacted schools and $9,900,000 for 
school construction. 


Pusuic Law 597—H. R. 2840 
To promote the further development of public library services in rural areas 


Provides Federal aid to the States for the extension of public- 
library service to rural areas without such service or with inadequate 
library facilities, upon submission by a State to the United States 
Commissioner of Education of a plan which meets the standards set 
forth in the law. Authorizes $7,500,000 a year for 5 years, beginning 
with the fiscal year 1957. Authorizes payment to each State having 
an approved plan of $40,000 a year, and $10,000 a vear to the Virgin 
Islands for 5 years. The remainder, after the basic allotments, shall 
be allotted to the States according to the ratio of the rural population 
of each State to the total for all the States, and shall be expended as 
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the ‘‘Federal share,’ in accordance with the formula set forth in the 
law. Funds paid to States hereunder shall not be used to purchase 
or erect buildings, or to purchase land or to furnish library services 
directly or indirectly to other than rural areas. If there is a sub- 
sequent change in the approved plan which precludes substantial 
compliance, the funds may be withheld until the changes are remedied. 
Excludes from the definition of ‘‘rural areas’ any town of more than 
10,000 population. 
APPROPRIATIONS 

Public Law 855, Second Supplemental Appropriations Act of 1957, 

appropriated $2,050,000 for the provisions of this bill. 


Pusuic Law 803—H. R. 10765 (S. 2280) 


To amend the Longshoremen’s and Harbor Workers’ Compensation Act, as 
amended, to provide increased benefits in case of disabling injuries, and for 
other purposes 


Provides that no compensation under the Longshoremen’s and 
Harbor Workers’ Compensation Act shall be allowed for the first 
3 days of the disability (previously 7 days); provided, however, that 
in case the injury results in disability of more than 28 days (previously 
49 days), the compensation shall be allowed from the date of dis- 
ability. Compensation for disability shall not exceed $54 (previously 
$35) per week and compensation for total disability shall not be less 
than $18 per week (previously $12); provided, however, that if the 
employee’s average weekly wages are less than $18 (previously $12 
per week he shall receive as compensation for total disability his 
average weekly wages. 

Increases the number of weeks for compensation for permanent 
partial disability as follows: (1) arm lost, 312 (previously 280); 
(2) leg lost, 288 (previously 248); (3) hand lost, 244 (previously 212 
(4) foot lost, 205 (previously 173); (5) eye lost, 160 (previously 140): 
(6) thumb lost, 75 ——— 51); (7) first finger lost, 46 (previously 
28); (8) great toe lost, 38 (previously 26); (9) second finger lost, 30 
(previously 18); (10) third finger lost, 25 (previously 17); (11) toe other 
than great toe lost, 16 (previously 8); and (12) fourth finger lost, 15 
(previously 7). Increases to $17,280 (previously $11,000) “the limita- 
tion on compensation for injuries. 

Provides that in computing death benefits the average weekly wages 
of the deceased shall be considered to have been not more than $81 
(previously $52.50) nor less than $27 (previously $18) but the total 
weekly compensation shall not exceed the weekly wages of the 
deceased. 

Authorizes the special fund, under the Longshoremen’s and Harbor 
Workers’ Compensation Act, to be put to additional uses in areas 
where expenditures will produce particularly beneficial results. Pro- 
vides that the maximum allowance authorized for payment from the 
fund for vocational rehabilitation to be increased from $10 to $25 a 
week. Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to use the special fund to 
procure rehabilitation services in those cases where necessary services 
are not otherwise available through existing facilities. Further au- 
thorizes the payment of awards in the discretion of the Secretary, in 
cases of insolvency of the emplovers, from such fund to provide relief 
to employees who otherwise would have no recourse to payments from 
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their employers. Makes other technical amendments (amending 
title 33, U.S. C., sees. 906, 908, 918, 939, and 944). 


Pustic Law 813—H. R. 12237 


To encourage and assist the States in the establishment of State committees on 
education bevond the high school, and for other purposes 


\uthorizes $650,000 to provide for State committees on education 
bevond the high school composed of educators and other interested 
citizens to consider educational problems in this field and to make 
recommendations for appropriate action to be taken by public and 
rivate agencies at local, State, regional, and Federal levels, including 
ie possibility of coordinating compulsory military service with 
established programs of higher education. No State allotment shall 
be less than $7,500, which shall be paid by the Commissioner of 
Kducation to each State through its governor or other State official 
designated by the governor. 

State committee shall make a report of its findings and recommenda- 
tions to the Commissioner for the use of the President’s Committee 
on Education Beyond the High School. Final report of the President’s 
Committee in writing shall be submitted to the President and Congress 
no later than December 31, 1957. 

Authorizes also appropriations of such sums as Congress may 
determine for fiscal year ending June 30, 1957, and June 30, 1958, for 
the administration of this act and for necessary expenses of the 
President’s Committee on Education Beyond the High School.

Pusuic La 922—S. 3259 


To amend the Act to Promote the Education of the Blind, approved March 3, 
IS79, as amended, so as to authorize wider distribution of books and other 
special instructional materials for the blind, to increase the appropriation 

ithorized for this purpose, and for other purposes 
Authorizes the American Printing House for the Blind to manu- 
facture and furnish books and other materials especially adapted for 
instruction of the blind to sightless children receiving their education 
in public schools as well as to those enrolled in specialized institutions 
for the blind. The law increases appropriations authorized for this 
purpose to $400,000 (now $250,000); amending title 20, United States 


Code, sections 101 and 102. 
APPROPRIATIONS 


There were no appropriations requested and none made for the 
expansion provided under the provisions of the new law. 


Pusiic Law 937—S. 3875 


To amend section 4 (a) of the Vocational Rehabilitation Act as amended 


Extends for 1 additional year section 4 (a) (2) of the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Act of 1954; under the existing law this section expired 
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June 30, 1956. The start of the program under the provisions of the 
original legislation was delayed due to a provision in the 1955 Supple- 
mental Appropriations Act. which required the recipients to match 
each $2 of Federal funds with $1 of non-Federal money, either from 
State funds or from the nonprofit agencies involved. ‘This require- 
ment was not anticipated when the expiration date of June 30, 1956, 
was incorporated in the 1954 Vocational Rehabilitation Act. For this 
reason it became necessary to extend the program for one additional 
year, until June 30, 1957. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


Public Law 855, Second Supplemental Appropriations Act of 1957, 
appropriated $1 million for the provisions of this law. 


Pusiic Law 949—H. R. 11695 


To extend until June 30, 1958, the programs of financial assistance in the con- 
struction and operation of schools in areas affected by Federal activity under 
the provisions of Public Laws 815 and 874, 81st Congress, and to make certain 
other changes in such provisions 


Extends until June 30, 1958, the programs of financial assistance 
in the construction and operation of schools in areas affected by 
Federal activities under the provisions of Public Laws 815 and 874, 
81st Congress. Makes amendments to Public Law 815, 81st Congress, 
pertaining to the construction of school facilities in areas affected by 
Federal activities: 

(1) Provides that the term “Federal Property” shall also in- 
clude any school which is providing flight training to members 
of the Air Force under contractual arrangements with the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force at an airport which is owned by a State or 
a political subdivision of a State; 

(2) Extends the time limit for filing applications for payments 
with respect to construction projects to 1958 (now 1956) 

(3) Provides that a child of a parent who commenced residing 
in or near the school district of the educational agency while 
assigned to employment, as a member of the Armed Forces on 
active duty, on Federal property (situated in whole or in part 
in the same State as the school district of such agency or within 
reasonable commuting distance from such school district) and 
who was subsequently assigned elsewhere on active duty as a 
member of the Armed Forces, shall continue to be considered 
as residing with a parent employed on such Federal property for 
purposes of computing payments to the local educational agency 
for so long as the parent is so assigned; 

(4) Provides that children residing on any housing property 
which, prior to sale by the United States, was considered to be 
Federal property for the purposes of this act, shall not be con- 
sidered as having been federally connected in determining the 
eligibility of the local educational agency for the purposes of 
computing payments to the local educational agency; and 

(5) Increases the appropriations for school-construction assist- 
ance in other federally affected areas to $40,000 (now $20,000), 
etc. 
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Makes amendments to Public Law 874, 81st Congress, which pro- 
vides financial assistance for local educational agencies in areas 
affected by Federal activities: 

(1) Provides that the determinations whether a local educa- 
tional agency has met the percentage requirements for eligibility 
for payments for children residing on or whose parents are em- 
ployed on Federal property shall be made on the basis of esti- 
mates by the Commissioner prior to the close of the fiscal year; 

(2) Provides that the term “Federal property” shall include 
for 1 year following the sale thereof by the United States of any 
housing property considered prior to such sale to be Federal 
property for the purposes of this act, ete. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


Public Law 855, Second Supplemental Appropriations Act of 1957, 
appropriated to the school districts for operation $34,050,000, and 
for school construction $108,500,000. 


Pusiic Law 1023—S. 3956 


To amend the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, as amended 


Provides that the minimum wage, maximum hours, and child-labor 
provisions of the act shall apply to American Samoa only after the 
Secretary of Labor determines a minimum wage. The Secretary of 
Labor may determine the minimum wage in accordance with recom- 
mendations of a special industry committee or committees which he 
shall appoint in the same manner and pursuant to the same provisions 
as are now applicable to the special industry committees provided for 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

Relieves any employer from any liability under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act or the Portal-to-Portal Act for work performed on 
American Samoa prior to the effective date of the establishment of a 
minimum wage fixed in accordance by the Secretary of Labor. 


Bitts HEARD AND APPROVED BY THE COMMITTEE 
H. R. 7535—Reportrep Juty 28, 1955 


To authorize Federal assistance to the States and local communities in financing 
an expanded program of school construction so as to eliminate the national 
shortage of classrooms 


School Construction Assistance Act of 1955.—Declares it to be the 
policy of Congress to support State school-construction programs in 
an effort to relieve the serious national shortage of classrooms by 
authorizing grants, bond purchases, and credit assistance. 

Grants: Authorizes $400 million per annum for fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1956, and the 3 succeeding fiscal years to be allotted to each 
State in an amount which bears the same ratio to the total funds so 
appropriated as the school-age population of the State bears to the 
total school-age population of all the States. Conditions grants on 
approval of State plans by the Commissioner of Education and sets 
forth standards prerequisite to approval. 

Purchase of obligations of school districts: Authorizes the purchase 
of obligations of local educational agencies during the fiscal year 
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beginning July 1, 1956, and each of the 3 succeeding fiscal years 
where such agencies are unable to obtain such financing on reasonable 
terms from other sources. Authorizes $300 million as initial capital 
for the school bond purchase fund (herein created), which shall serve 
as a revolving fund to be used by the Commissioner of Education for 
the purchase of obligations. Limits the aggregate amount of obliga- 
tions which may be purchased to $750 million and the share for each 
State shall not exceed 15 percent of the aggregate principal amount 
of purchased obligations. Sets forth conditions as prerequisite to 
Federal bond purchase. 

Federal credit assistance to State school-financing agencies: 
Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to enter into agreements 
on behalf of the United States with State school-financing agencies 
for making advances to reserve funds established by such agencies 
to help assure payment of obligations issued by them to finance the 
construction of school facilities for use and ultimate ownership by 
local educational agencies. Stipulates conditions to agreements and 
provides for the establishment of a reserve fund in which Federal 
and State matching funds shall be deposited. Authorizes appro- 
priations for fiscal year beginning July 1, 1956, and the next 3 fiscal 
years. Limits Federal advances to an aggregate $6 billion. 

Grants assurance against Federal interference in State school 
systems. 

This bill failed to pass the House on July 5, 1956, by a vote of 224 
to 194 with 2 voting ‘‘Present.’’ 


H. R. 11799—Reportep June 26, 1956 
To amend the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, as amended 


Overseas Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1956.—Provides that 
the principal provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act not apply to 
employees whose services are performed in a foreign country. With 
respect to Guam, American Samoa, the Canal Zone, and Wake Island, 
it provides that the Secretary of Labor may determine the minimum 
wage in accordance with recommendations of a special industry com- 
mittee or committees which he shall appoint for each such possession 
in the same manner and pursuant to the same provisions as are now 
applicable to the special industry committees provided for Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

Relieves any employer from any liability under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act or the Portal-to-Portal Act for work performed outside 
the United States, etc., or for work performed on Guam, American 
Samoa, or Wake Island prior to the effective date of a minimum wage 
fixed by the Secretary of Commerce. 

This bill was not called in the House prior to adjournment, but 
S. 3956, now Public Law 1023 and previously reported herein, which 
embodies part of the provisions of H. R. 11799, was passed by the 
House during the closing days of the session. 


H. R. 11923—Reportep June 27, 1956 


To provide for the conferring of an award to be known as the Medal for 
Distinguished Civilian Achievement 
Establishes the Medal for Distinguished Civilian Achievement. 
Creates a Medal for Distinguished Civilian Achievement Board to 
be composed of five members to be appointed by the President of the 
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United States. Directs the Board to recommend to the President of 
the United States citizens of the United States who should be given 
the medal for outstanding achievement. Gives the President the 
power to confer such honors. 
This bill passed the House July 2, 1956, | ti ras tak 
1is bill passed the House on July 2, 1956, but no action was taken 
by the Senate prior to adjournment. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 
EMPLOYEE BENEFIT PLANS 


During both sessions of the 84th Congress the committee conducted 
a study of collectively bargamed health, welfare, and pension plans. 
Questionnaires were used to obtain basic information concerning types 
of benefits, methods of contributions, administrative methods, and 
costs investments, etc. Some fieldwork was also done with respect to 
State legislation planning and attitudes in this field. The study also 
embraced an analysis of the history and development of benefit plans 
and various legislative proposals that have been made up to the 
present time. The committee plans to publish a comprehensive report 
covering this study which may include legislative recommendations.

FAIR LABOR STANDARDS ACT 


On July 19 and 20, 1956, a subcommittee under the chairman, Hon. 
Graham A. Barden, heard Mr. James A. Suffridge, president of the 
Retail Clerks International Association, on the subject of exterded 
coverage of the Fair Labor Standards Act.

MINE SAFETY 


During the week of August 20, 1956, a subcommittee under Chair- 
man Lee Metcalf visited the mining industry around Duluth, Minn., 
and began an intensive study of mine safety in metallic and non- 
metallic mines and quarries. Public hearings were held on August 
22 at Virginia, Minn., and on August 24 at Duluth, Minn. The sub- 
committee also inspected mines and held hearings in Butte, Mont., 
on September 18 and 19, and in Ouray, Colo., on September 21. 
Tentative plans of the subcommittee call for mine inspections and 
hearings in Alabama and Arizona to be followed by hearings m 
Washington, D. C., during the month of December.
